1 had seen no evidence 
of a desire being entertained, on the part of any 
considerable portion, of the American people, 
that Texas should become an integral part ot 
ttfeTTnited.States. During my sojourn in New 
Orleans, 1 had, indeed, been greatly surptised, 
by information which 1 received from Texas, 
that, in the coarse of last fall, a voluntary ovei- 
ture had pioceeded from the Executive- ot the 
United States to the Authorities of Texas to 
conclude a treaty of Annexation; and that, in 
order to overcome the repugnance felt by any of 
them to a negotiation upon the subject, strong, 
and, as 1 believed, erroneous representations 
had been made to them ot a state of opinion in 
the tienate of the United States favorable to the 
ratificAtuon ot su.ch a treaty.

Although I have felt compelled, from the nature 


of the inquiries addressed to me, to extend thn 
communication to a much greater length than I 
could have wished, 1 could not do justice to the 
subject, and fairly and fully expose my own opin- 
ions ih a shorter space. In conclusion, they may 
be stated in a few words to be, that I consider the 
annexation of Texts at this time, without the as- 
sent of Mexico, as a measure compromising the 
national cearacter, involving us certainly in war 
with Mexico, probably with other foreign Powers, 
dangerous to the integrity of the Union, inexpe- 
dient in the present financial condition of the coun- 
try^ and not crlled for by any gem>raUcxpressit)ii of 
public opinion.
